New York, Agg. 22.—[(Special.]—In a world 
of dancing waters and in as true and fresh a 
wind as ever mpde glad the hearts of yachts- 
men; a superb yacht, all flowing curves aloft 
and all white ‘froth below; astern another 
yacht with plentiful sail and lack of speed; in 
the foreground some hundreds of aligned 
waiting vessels bearing some tens of thou- 
sands of eager,) watchful onlookers; this was 
the contest today between the yacht which 
would lift the’ America cup and the racer 
which had bedn commissioned to fend off 
such an effort. 

The gallant leader draws near the line and 
with a bounding, rushing leap is across, 
Some hundreds of hands reach for whistle 
cords and by one impulse are withdrawn with 
a generous instinct. It wasa beautiful, clean 
cut triumph, this all but silent victory of Re- 
liance over Shamrock III., and one vouch- 
safed by a higher power than mere chance. 


See Utter Defeat for Shamrock. 
The = at of strove hard, as though it 


was the last opportunity to show its splen- 
did incapacity; but the outcome left no di- 
vision of opinion as to what the result of 
those other trials will be, Shamrock bear- 
ing the onus of defeat, and the unanimity of 
belief is that it was created to illustrate a 
spectacular futility. 

It was a splendid spectacle for those who 
had no interestjand no wagers on Shamrock. 
Never was thére a more spirited yachting 
acene than said afforded, particularly at the 
beginning before .the prebability became a 
certainty. 

Over a windward and leeward course of 
thirty miles Rdliance beat Shamrock III. by 
exactly nine minutes actual time, or seven 
minutes three jseconds after deducting the 
one minute andj tifty-seven seconds which the 
defender concefies to Sit Thomas Lipton’s 
third challenger, as at present measured. It 
was a royal water fight for the ancjent 
trophy which pParrjies with it the yaohting 
supremacy of the world, and by a strange 
coincidence theifirst victory in the cup series 
of 1908 took place on the fifty-second anni- 
versary of the day on which the old schooner 
America captured it in the famous race 
around the Isle of Wight. Reliance beat the 
British boat three minutes twenty-four sec- 
onds in the thrash to windward and five min- 
utes thirty-six jseconds in the run down the 
wind. 


Lipton Still Optimistic. 

The result even dampened the immortal 
optimism of Sir Thomas Lipton, who in- 
sisted after Thursday's fluke that his con- 
fidence in the) beautiful craft designed by 
Fife was greater than ever. Still he does 
not acknowledge defeat and hopes for bet- 
ter luck next time. The single criticism he 
end his friends make of today’s race is that 
the only shift/of the wind was to the ad- 
vantage of the defending yacht. As this 
shift of the wind took place on the wind- 
ward beat, even granting that it a¢counted 
for Reliance's lead at the turn, the time the 
defender gained on the run home was more 
than ample to have given it the race. 


Shamrock Fast to Windward. 

It must be canceded, however, that Sham- 
rock showed itself a wonderful boat in beat- 
ing to windward, perhaps the ablest craft in 
this respect ever sent across the western 
ocean on a cup hunting expedition. For 
twelve miles the great single stickers raced 
like a team of horses, and during that portion 
of the duel the) patriots made no attempt to 
conceal their nervousness. 

This was the picture that the onlooker saw: 
Two of the handsomest cutters afloat, one 
of them the fastest, both tempestuously 
sheering through the seas-water white over 
their lee rails as over a sunken reef, and 
both hugging the wind so close that their big 
booms were nearly amidships at the stern: 
a thrash to winflward with an ever widening 
gap between, and the skyward mounting 
faith of those of the Reliance clan and the 
corresponding dejection on the part of Sham- 
rock's followers, 


Gets Honors. 


The honors 1 the start, as on Thursday, 
were captured by the American skipper. 
Capt. Wringe timed his approach to the line 
with Shamrock badly, and in an effort to 
keep off until the gun boomed he almost lost 
its bowsprit as ihe luffed up tocross. Barr, 
as usual, went over in the windward berth, 
four seconds behind his rival. Both were 
close hauled on the starboard tack. It was 
a magnificent sight as they plunged seaward 
in the twelve Knot breeze, pounding fount- 
ains of spray from their bows and leaning to 
it until the water swirled and bubbled along 
their lee rails. The crews were piled up along 
the weather side to hold the great racing ma- 
chines up. 
The first few minutes of the thrash to wind- 
ward were watched with intense interest. 
Both were footing like mad. They showed 
yards of their underbodies and shipped a 
good deal of spray and some solid water for- 
ward. But after fifteen minutes of sailing 
their positions had not varied perceptibly and

SPAIN NEAR REVOLT. 


King Alfonso Faces Civil War as 
Result of Discontent. 


ARMY AND NAVY. MUTINOUS. 


Peasants Attack Troops, Sack Towns, 
and Cry ** Death to Tyrants,” 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 

LONDON, Aug. 22.—The Times publishes 
a long and closely reasoned article from 
Madrid, discussing the political situation and 
the army in Spain, from which it is evident 
that the writer expects a revolution there 
at no distant date. 

It must be edmitted that the actual events 
and conditions described in the letter jus- 
tify, at least, most serious apprehensions. 
All classes of people, peasants, bourgeoise, 
and artisans, have lost respect for the gov- 
ernment, and, owing to a variety of causes, 
notably the failure of the most recent spec- 


depression. 

The republican party, taking advantage 
of the spirit of discontent pervading civil, 
military, and naval classes, has drawn them 
into its movement, and with an audacity 
wherewith in modern Europe there is noth- 
ing to compare, the forces of the revolution 
from Bilbao to Jerez, from Cadiz to Barce- 
lona, are forming in the open. 


Madrid Center of Revolt. 

Even Madrid is becoming the citadel of the 
revolutionary propaganda of intrigue. The 
Spanish socialist party, hitherto bitter ene- 
mies of the republicans, has at a general as- 
sembly voted to ally its forces with the repub- 
licans in the coming elections. 

The republican spirit may be judged by 
the tone of a circular dispatched throughout 
the country by Sefior Salmeron, head of the 
republican party. It calls on republican par- 
tisans to organize meetings “ to criticise, cen- 
sure, and attack the monarchical régime, 
showing its incompatibility with a national 
spirit craving justice. Moreover, let the 
causes of our great national misfortunes be 
bitterly emphasized. While expressing pro- 
found love for the fatherland, the republican 
party feels for the army and navy, flesh of its 
flesh, over whose prestige the menarchy 
neither can nor will stand guard.”’ | 


Planning a General Strike. 


For a third time an attempt to bring ona 
general strike has failed, but the progress 
of the organization is considerable. The 
crisis in the housebuilding trade dlone has 
thrown more than 20,000 workmen into the 
streets of Madrid. 

The agitation in favor of a general strike 
is merely the result of the economic crisis, 
now general in Spain.: In 1899 and 1900 there 
was industrial development of an extraor- 
dinary nature, Companies representing 
800,000,000 pesetas ($60,000,000) were formed. 
There was a general boom, but now the crash 
has come. Financia! failures at Bilbao have 
been followed by those at Santander, Astu- 
rias, Northern Galicia, and Andulasia. 


Peasants Attack Troops. 


Meanwhile the poorer classes are paying 
burdensome taxes, and discontent grows and 
spreads. The following example shows how 
from time to time it has given vent. At 
Calla Dell, in Valle province, the Cadiz pea- 
sants met to discussa strike. The gendarmes 
ordering them to dissolve, the meeting re- 
ceived a volley of stones. The women dis- 
tinguished themselves in the attack. The 
peasants then were fired on and one of the 
soldiers was killed. Then descending in 
bands to the town they hacked open the 
doors of houses and shops, carried off all 
weapons, sacked private houses and the 
town hall, and to cries of ** Death totyrants,”’ 
burned in the public square the archives of 
the municipality. 

After a period of singular apathy in the 
presence of almost revolutionary agitation 
in Villaverde the government suddenly, at 


the beginning of August, adopted a policy

Woman Alone and Helpless. 

Mrs. Granthan was alone in her house 
when three men called, and, saying they were 
constables, announced that they had come 
to collect a bill. Mrs. Granthan scanned the 
document they presented and then protested. 

“ But that bill has been paid,” she said. 
‘Tf you’ will wait a moment I'll get the re- 
ceipt.”’ 

As she started to step into an adjoining 
room one of the constables blocked her path. 

‘‘ None of that; that’s an old story,” he ex- 
claimed, at the same time laying hands on 
Mrs. Granthan. 

The woman started for the door, when offe 
of the other constables seized her, but she 
broke from his grasp and reached the porch. 
There the three overtook her and handled 
her so roughly, that her screams aroused the 
neighborhood.

Constables Renew the Attack. 

At 3 
v'clock in the afternoon the neighbors were 
startied by hearing cries and shouts, and, 
running to their doors, they saw the three 
constables fighting again with Mrs. Grant- 
han and her husband, Mr. Granthan hay- 
ing being called home tuo care for his wife. 

While Mr. Granthan was grappling with 
one of the constables the other two were 
struggling with the woman, forcing her vio- 
lently against the railing of the porch and 
then throwing her to the floor and kneeling 
on her. Her clothes were torn, and the 
rough clutches of the men left bruises on her 
arms. 

Once more the neighbors went to the rescue 
and forced the constables to desist, and while 
the party was parleying the police arrived. 

“Arrest that woman; she resisted us,”’ 
commanded one of the constables, pointing 
to Mrs. Granthan. 

‘‘No, arrest the constables,’’ exclaimed 
Mrs. Downey. “ They are brutes, and we'll 
all be giad to testify against them.”

DEATH CLAIMS 
LORD SALISBURY. 


Former Premier of Great 
Britain Dies at Hatfield 
House Surrounded 
by His Family. 


HIS CAREER A NOTED ONE. 


Guided the Destinies of — the 
british Empire Through 
Many Trials and 
Dangers. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Aug. 22.~The marquis of Salis- 
bury, former premier of England, died at 
Hatfield house at §:05 o'clock this evening 
on the fiftieth annfversary of his first elec- 
tion to patliament. 

Lord Salisbury was unconscious for 
eighteen hours before he died. He had a 
temporary rally at 11 o’clock last evening. 
This was followed at 3 o'clock this morning 
by a relapse, after which the patient did not 
regain consciousness. He grew weaker 
hourly as the morning advanced, and as 
early as 8 o'clock this morning the physicians 
informed the waiting members of the family 
that the end was only a question of a few 


ours. 
Physiciens Helpless to Aid. 

Oxygen was administered almost constant- 
ly. As a last resource Sir Richard Douglas 
Powell, physician extraordinary to the king, 
was summoned, but his skill was unavailing. 

A few minutes before 9 o'clock in the even- 
ing the physicians informed the family, who 
had been gathered at the bedside, that the 
end was at hand. Five minutes after 9 
o’élock the noble marquis was dead. 

Lord Salisbury, a few weeks ago, realizing 
that death was near, expressed a wish to be 
buried beside his wife at Hatfield. A pro- 
posal undoubtedly will be made to bury him 
at Westminster abbey, but this will be de- 
clined by the relatives. | ‘

He had in de- 
bate sd many unpleasant things about Dis- 
raeli. but upon the advice of Mr. Giadstone 
he accepted the post and filled it. 

it was a time for a strong man at the head 
of Indian affairs.

END OF NOTABLE TRIAL. 


Man of Mysterious Millions Said 
to Be Regnier, Who Betray- 
ed Metz to Germans. 


|BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Aug. 22.—All the members of the 
Humbert family were convicted today after 
a sensational climax to the trial, in which 
Mme. Humbert. in an address to the jury. de- 
clared that the mysterious Crawford was 
Regnier, the notorious intermediary between 
Marehal Bazaine and Prince Bismarck, and 
the man who arranged for the surrender of 
Metz during the Franco-Prussian war in 
i870. For this he was sentenced to death, 
but afterwards escaped the penalty. He died 
in England in 1886 and his name has ever 
since been execrated in France. 

The court sentenced Mme. Humbert and 
her husband each to,five years’ imprison- 
ment and to 100 francs ($20) fine. 

Emile Daurignac was sentenced to two 
years and Romain Daurignac to three years’ 
imprisonment. 

Mme. and M. Humbert will undergo soli- 
tary confinement during their terms of sen- 
tence. 

Mme. Humbert’s Last Effort. 

The chief event preceding the verdict was 
the dramatic revelations which Therese 
Humbert had so long promised, in the mak- 
ing of which she disclosed the same genius 
which has marked her entire career, as in- 
dicated by her selection of the mysterious 
namefof Regnier as the real Crawford. 

It was evident that Therese Humbert 
sought to bring into the case one of the su- 
preme events of the war of 1870, for the pur- 
pose of introducing another mystery to con- 
fuse the court and delay the result, but 
court, jury, and spectators alike were uncon- 
vinced, as her references to Regnier were 
most vague and did not explain his relation- 
ship to the younger Crawford. 

Aithough Mme. Humbert did not indicate 
whence Regnier’s millions came, it was ap- 
parently part of her plan to create the im- 
pression that Regnier had received a vast 
sum for inducing Marshal Bagaine to sur- 
render Metz. The inconclusive character of 
the revelations was shown by the fact that 
the court did not take the slightest judicial! 
cognizance of them, and. immediately sub- 
mitted the case to the jury. The jury like- 
wise treated the revelation as a4 subterfuge, 
and returned a verdict of guilty upon all the 
material points. 


Details of the Verdict, 

The detailed verdict is as follows: 

“Upon the questions of forgery and the 
usage of forgery the jury answered: Therese 
Humbert and Frederic Humbert guilty; the 
others not guilty. 

“Upon the question of the issuance of 
forged legal papers the jury answered: The- 
rese Humbert and Frederic Humbert guilty; 
the others not eyilty. 

“ Upon the question of swindling five speci- 
fied bankers the jury answered: Frederic 
Humbert and Therese Humbert guilty; the 
others not guilty. 

Upon the question of swindling the Rente 
Viagiere the jury answered: All guilty.”’ 

The jury indorsed upon its verdict that 
there were extenuating circumstances in 
favor of all of the accused. | 


Tells Who “Crawford’’ Is. 

Mme. Humbert addressed the jury after the 
lawyers had completed their arguments. She 
seemed to be laboring under a great effort, 
and paused after her first emphatic state- 
ment that the Crawfords and the millions 
existed. Then she began formally: 

“Gentlemen of the jury: When I wanted 
the address of M. Crawford he answered: 
‘You cannot know me. I am not called 
Crawford. Iam not known by that name.’ 

*“*Then what name?’ I asked. 

* He replied: ‘ My fortune was made during 
the war of 1870 by reinvestments of rentes. 
which were then low, and a large quantity 
was bought here.’ ’’

STRONG NATIONS EAT MOST. 


Statistics Show Greatest Activity and 
Energy Among People Who Con- 
sume the Most Food. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Aug. 22.—A newspaper here pub- 
lishes statistics with a view of showing 
that peoples with large appetites become the 
chief nations of the world and that the 
nature of the food eaten has a striking rela- 
tion to national character. Thus, comparing 
the daily expenditure per head on food with 
the exports of a country, it is found that 
the people eating the most work the most. 

The following table shows the result of. 
investigation along this line. The first column 
of figures represents the expense of food per 
head per day in cents and the second column 
the annual exports of the countries named:

Great Britain .......... 1, 400, 000,000 
GOTMARY 1, 105,000,000 


Maritime nations are great sugar eaters. 
The Britisher eats 70 pounds of sugar yearly; 
the American, 67; the French, 30; the Ger- 
mans, 17. As regards meat, the American 
eats 3 pounds weekly; the Briton, 2 5-16; the 
Frenchman, 1%; the German slightly less; 
the Russian, 1; the Italian, \%. | 


SON OF GARIBALDI IS DEAD. 


Italian General a Victim of His Efforts 
to Redeem the Famous Swamps 
of the Campagna Romano. 


ROME, Aug. 22.—Menotti Garibaldi, eldest 
son of the Italian patriot, died today. He fell 
a victim to his theory that he could transform 
the Campagna Romano from a swamp into 
a tract of luxurius cultivation, He died of 
malaria. 

Menotti Garibaldi was the living picture of 
his famous father, having the same leonine 
head and the same herculean proportions, 
allied to a remarkably sweet and almost 
feminine expression in his eyes. 

After fighting in all the wars for indepen- 
dence he was made a general on the battle- 
field, but, like his father, he turned his mind 
to the economic regeneration of Italy, be- 
ginning with a plan to redeém the Campagna 
Romano. 

Like his father, he died poor, leaying his 
family almost without means. Everything 
he had was employed in his project for the. 
redemption of the Campagna. His daughter 
was so distressed by the death of her father 
that she tried to throw herself out of a win- 
dow, but was prevented.

BATTLE IS IN PROGRESS. 


Twelve Battalions Hurry from 
Monastir to Reinforce Com- 
mander Near Florina. | 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 

SALONICA, Aug. 22.—A battle is in prog- 
ress-near Florina, in the vilayet of Monastir. 
The Turkish commander has appealed for 
immediate reinforcements. Twelve battal- 
ions of infantry have gone to his assistance 
trom Monastir. 

The villages of Boufi, Rakoro, and Armes- 
ko, near Florina, have been bombarded and 
their. insurgent garrisons annihilated. At 


houfi alone 500 Bulgarians are reported to} 


have been killed. The women and children 
escaped to the mountains. 
In an engagement at Ostrorot, Aug. 19, 


fcurteen Komitajis were killed and thirty- 


seven were wounded. 


During another fight near Okrida 217 Bul- 


garians were killed. 
Fighting in Adrianople. 


SOFIA, Aug. 22.—Fighting is reported at 
fifteen places in the vilayet of Adrianople, 
during which the insurgents are said to have 
lost 14 and the Turks 5300. 

Heavy fighting is.reported at Sreborne, 
where the troops destroyed the village and 
where the Turks are said to have lost heavily 
from the explosion of dynamite bombs 

From elsewhere throughout the disturbed 
area come continual reports of skirmishes 
and heavier fighting, resulting in the de- 
struction of several! villages:- At Kurdani 
it is stated that the Turks killed or wounded 
sixteen women, who had defended them- 
selves. One Turkish soldier was killed by a 
woman. The women are organizing bands to 
heip the insurgents. 


Roumania’s Suspicious Move. 


A dispatch from Dubnitza states that a 
division of the Roumanian army, with a bri- 
gade of cavalry from Bucharest, has been 
ordered to march towards the Bulgarian 
frontier ostensibly for maneuvers. 

Boris Sarafoff is reported to have appeared 
at the village of Resoder and to have seized 
a Greek priest who had denounced the revo- 
lutionists. Sarafoff took the priest to Buch 
and was pursued by Turkish troops, who 
bombarded that village. Sarafoff and his 
companions escaped. 


Fearful Record of Massacre. 


ROME, Aug. 22.—Private news from the 
Balkans contains horrible descriptions of 
massacres committed by Turkish troops in 
repressing the insurrection. Whole villages 
were set on fire and sacked and men tor- 
tured in the worst manner before being 
killed. Not only women but even children 
were killed by bashi-bazouks, and other cru- 
elties committed so repugnant that they can- 
not be described. 

To remonstrances from the consuls the 
peashas have answered pledging themselves 
to be able within two weeks to announce to 
the whole world that order has been reéstab- 
lished in the Balkans. 


Turkey Puts Blame on Russia.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 22.—The re- 
sponsibility for the outbreak of the Mace-

Officers of a Russian warship who called 
at Burgas, in Bulgaria. north of Iniada, for 
provisions. have reported that all the villages 
along the coast of Adrianople, from the Bul- 
garian frontier to Iniada. have been burning 
for the last three days. Iniada is deserted. 

A Russian warship which passed Kuri 
Rurun., a short distance north of Iniada; was 
saluted by the insurgents. 

A strong force of Turkish troops has been 
dispatched from Adrianople to the coast dis- 
tricts. 
French Fleet Under Orders. 


PARIS, Aug. 22.—A dispatch to the Patrie 
from Marseilles says that owing to the grave 
conditions in Turkey a divsion of the French 
Mediterranean fleet has been ordered to hold 
itself in readiness to sail early next week. 
The division numbers ten ships. The flagship 
is the battleship Brennus. 


Russis to Take Cable. 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—Referring to the state- 
ment made by the Constantinople corre- 
spondent of the London Times that, besides 
demanding the execution of reforms in Mace- 
donia, Russia also demands the concession of 
the Black sea cable, now held by the Eastern 
Telegraph company, a British concern, the 
officials of that company explain that the 
concession was granted by Russia, who re- 
served the right to take over the cable at the 
end of a certain period. Consequently, they 
add, the alleged demand upon Turkey is un- 
necessary. The company expects that Rus- 
sia will grant compensation for taking over 
the cable. 

Bulgaria Buys Cartridges. 

HIRTENBERG, Hungary, Aug. 22.—Bul- 
garia has ordered 5,000,000 cartridges from 
a factory here.

WATTRRS MAY QUIT AGAIN 


UNION MEN ARE LIKELY TO 
«STRIKE TOMORROW. 


Preliminary Report of the Arbitrators 
Is Rejected by Hotel and Restaurant 
Employes and a Renewal of Their 
Recent Struggle Is Approved by Of1- 
cials—Important Meeting to Be Held 


This Afternoon—May Cause Wide- 


spread Trouble Ouce More. 


The report of the arbitration board in the 
dispute between Chicago restaurant propri- 
etors and their employés was completed yes- 
terday afternoon, and proved unsatisfactory 
to the union. ‘ 

As a consequence it is expected that the 
strike which. for two weeks tied up a major- 
ity of the big restaurants of the city may be 
renewed tomorrow morning. 

A special] meeting of the union local joint 
board will be held at 4 o'clock this afternoon 
to select the men who are to conduct the 
campaign, 

The proposal to renew the strike has been 
sanctioned by the local joint board and by 
the international union officials after the 
report of the arbitrators who have been 
hearing the demands for the wage increases 
in the restaurants was made to the unions. 

The increases demanded by the restaurant 
employés ranged from 10 to 40 per cent. 
The decision of the board fixes the increase 
in the highest cases at 10 per cent over the 
rate of pay on Feb. 1, 1908, and in the cases 
of several classes of employés grants no in- 
crease. 


Attacks Arbitrators’ Report. 


According to Secretary L. W. Washington 
of the local joint board, the decision to strike 
was in part the result of the failure of the 
umpire, Judge George Kersten, to sign the 
arbitrators’ report. Secretary Washington 
also says that the report deprives the cooks 
and the bartenders of their union affiliations 
and decides that they be treated as individ- 
uals, because a distinction was made between 
white and colored waiters in favor, of the 
white men, and because the final sessfon was 
held by the-arbitrators after Judge Kersten 
had been notified in a letter from H. Teller 
Archibald, secretary of the Restaurant 
Keepers’ association, that the meeting could 
not be held, owing to the absence of Arbi- 
trator Michaels for the restaurant owners. 


Speaks for Employers. 


The employers’ representative, Mr. Archi- 
bald, says: 

“ The final report of the arbitration board 
has not been made. 

“I am surprised that a strike has been 
ordered, and especially since the untons are 
bound by agreements to accept the decision 
of the arbitration board as the final law in 
the dispute and as that agreement stipulates 
that no lockouts or strikes shall be ordered. 

‘The report made to the local joint board 
was without our knowledge, and we under- 


stand that it is merely a preliminary report, 


which was to be finally drawn next Wednes- 
orning was 


postponed and the arbitrators agreed to keep 


the final decision, if they agreed unanimously, 


until that time. 
‘Judge Kersten’s signature is not neces- 


sary to the finding, as it is made unanimous 
by being signed by the four arbitrators, two 


of whom are union men.” 


Hear Report; Dislike Terms. 
The report, which is declared to be only 


preliminary, but which stirred up the wait- 
ers and cooks to a proposed renewal of the 
fight, was made to the local joint board of 
the Hotel and Restaurant Employés union 
yesterday afternoon. 


A special meeting of 
the board was hurriedly called, and the de- 


cision was read carefully. This meeting was 


attended by General Organizer William 
Jones of the international union and of the 
American Federation of Labor, as weil as 


by T. J. Kinally, international vice presi- 
dent of the Bartenders’ league. 


As the reading of the report progressed the 
union men.and women saw that the highest 


increase would not be over 10 per cent, and 


they became incensed. Some urged that the 
further reading be waived and immediate 
action taken, but this course was stopped by 
the leaders from the international organiza- 
tions, 

The report was signed by Arbitrators 
Nicholas Michaels and John J. Neumeister 
for the employers, and Cornelius O'Neil and 
Steve C. Sumner for the unions. 


Substance of the Report.

MEETING IS SUGGESTED. 


Federation’s Head Expected to 
_ Meet Employers, but Business 
Is Called Private. 


President Samuel Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor, First Vice President 
James Duncan of the same body; and John 
Mitchell of the mineworkers, all will he in 
Chicago today. Many interp -ations are 
put upon this by labor leaders. It is ‘said 
Mr. Gompers comes to give advice regarding 
controversies on hand, and it is also gaid his 
visit is for personal business. | 

President Gompers probably will see D. V. 
Purington, president of the Purington Pav- 
ing Brick company, which has defied organ- 
ized labor since its organization. Mr. Pur- 
ington did not attach great importance yes- 
terday to the letter from President Gompers 
in which a boycott was said to have heen 
threatened against the brick company. 

“Some months ago I was in Washington, 
where I had an engagement ‘to see Mr. 
Gompers,’’ said Mr. Purington. ‘‘ He was 
called away and we had no meeting. I have 
not seen him since, and I have no arrange- 
ment to see him now in Chicago. . 

Will Not Fight Unionizing. 

“Our differences with organized labor are 
old and are now practically a closed book. 
Charles Hanks, business agent of the brick- 
makers, has gone to Galesburg, I understand, 
to try again to unionize the men at our plant. 
There is no officer of the company at the’ 
works and no effort will be made to prevent 
him from accomplishing his purpose. 

“We do not need to oppose agents and 
walking delegates. Experience has shown 
our employés that they have no need of or- 
ganizing, and I am ready to stake any 
aueeeey that all attempts along that line will 
“ Our company pays more than the union 
wage scale, an advance of 10 per tent having 
been made recently. Everything has been 
done to insure their comfort. Private lock- 
ers are provided and there are _ several 
shower baths. Ice water is furnished and 
the hardship supposed to accoimpany work- 
ing in a brick plant has been reduced to a 
minimum. 

“I fail to see how the unions can touch 
us here in Chicago. We have no work in the 
city. The job on the tracks of the Calumet 
Electric Street railway company is finished, 
as the bricks are down and are paid for.”’ 

President Gompers remained in Chicago 
Friday night, leaving early the next morn- 
ing for Rockford. He will return this morn- 
ing. Mr. Duncan is in Wisconsin and also is 
expected this morning. Mr. Mitchell has 
been in the city for some days. 


Carpenters Seek to Unite.

MATE OF LAKE STEAMER 
SAVES TWOL_LIVES IN A WEEK. 


Both Rescues in River at South Haven 
at Great Risk of Being Crushed by 
Boat City of Kalamazoo. 


With a record of two lives saved in a 
week, Mate Hiram Adams of the steamer 
City of Kalamazoo has put himself in line 
for a government medal.’ His last exploit 
was the saving of Mrs. 8S. V. Wilson in the 
Black river.at South Haven. The steam- 
er was turning around with its bow 
against the dock on the south side and the 
stern near the other bank. 

Mr. Wilson, who was ina row boat with fils 
wife, made a hazardous attempt to pass 
between the stern of the steamer and the 
dock. The current from the wheel quickly 
overturned the little craft and its occupants 
were thrown into the water. Mate Adams 
was on the upper deck of the steamer. He 
dived thirty feet and saved the woman. The 
man reached the dock without aid. 

Adams was the hero of another rescue last 
Monday, when a 10 year old boy fell into the 
river as the steamer was bearing in toward 
the dock. Adams leaped from the deck and 
grasped the boy as he was sinking between 
the boat and the wharf.

TRAFFIC SITUATION DISAPPOINTS | 
THE WESTERN OFFICIALS. 


Hast Bound Freight Movement Light 


and Roads Are Compellea to Haul 

“Empty Cars to Adiantic—Farmers 
Holding Grain, and Short Corn Crop 
Adds to Anxiety—Gain Expected 
from Wheat—Line of Oklahoma Com- 
pany to Cost $20,000,000, | 


/The traffic situation in the west “during, 


the last week proved disappointing; to offi- 
cClals of the roads. The east bound freight 


movement has been much lighter than rail- 


ways looked for, and they have been com- 
pelled to haul empty cars east to take care 
of the west bound traffic, a condition beers le 
unprecendented at this season. 

Farmers ar@ not shipping their tres grain 
with the alacrity expected of them. They 
do not appear to be in immediate want of 
money, jand are holding their grain for higher 
prices. 

Officials of the western roads are pagina 
ning to admit the shortness and lateness of 
the corn crop. They make no secret of the 
fact that corn will fall short of expectations 
or that it is still in danger from early frosts. 
They assert, however, that the crops of small 
grains have exceeded their estimates so 
greatly that the loss of traffic from injury 
to the corn crop cannot become a serious 
factor in the earnings. 


Must Haul Empty Cars. 

The Burlington. finds itself compelled to 
haul empty cars eastward to take care of the 
big westward movement of merchandise. 
Under normal conditions this movement 
would have been balanced against grain ship- 
ments, but the movement of grain has not 
begun. When ft does, empty cars will be 
hauled the other way. The Rock Island- 
Frisco system is operating under the same 
conditions, but Rock Island officials expect 
that the southwestern states will more than 
yoo up their losses by profits in wheat. 

he most extensive of recent railway 
projects is that just chartered by the terri- 
tory of Oklahoma under the title of the Kan- 
sas City, Oklahoma and Gulf railroad com- 
pany, whose line is expected to extend from 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, to Galveston and New 
Orleghs. The length of the lines is 2,000 
miles, and the cdpitalization and cost was 
placed at $20,000,000. Transcontinental! roads 
of that magnitude cannot be built for $10,000 
a mile, but it is supposed to be the intention 
of the projectors to make traffic arrange- 
ments with a number of existing roads, and 
thus form a continuous line. 


Improvements on the Western. 


The Chicago Great Western has begun a 
great amount of bridge rebuilding work. 
Twenty steel bridges on the southwestern 
division are to be reconstructed in order to 
sustain the weight of extra heavy locomo- 
tives and rolling stock to be placed in service. 

The track between St. Joseph and Des 
Moines is being relaid with eighty-five pound 
stee] for the same reason. 

The company anticipates heavy traffic as 
soon as the extensions to Omaha and Sioux 
City are completed. Reductions in freight 
and passenger rates probably will be made 
then by the Chicago Great Western, and a 
rate war is feared. 

The Great Western will formally open 
three new towns on its new Omaha line next 
month, and will sell lots at auction. These 
towns are thriving and there is a demand 
for the property. 

The Santa Fé js arranging to inaugurate 
the storage car system in use on eastern 
roads. It is experimental with the Santa 
Fé and will at first be tried on the Chicago 
division.

AS IF BY MAGIC. 


Promise Is That Grade Cross- 
ings Will Become a Mem- 
ory in Chicago. 


a 


DONE AT GREAT EXPENSE 


Work Now Under Way Will Cost 
$8,000,000 Before It Is 
Completed. 


As if before a magic force the deadly grade 
crossing is disappearing from Chicago, and 
if the present rate of improvement continues 
the time is not far distant when the surface 
tracks will be classed in memory along with 
the mule cars and the fast disappearing sail- 


. ing freighters of the lakes. 


Already this year more track elevation 
has been accomplished than ever in a sim- 
ilar period of the city’s history, and from 
now until the coming of cold weather the 
work will bé rushed. Surface crossings that 
have cost many human lives are being lifted 
to a height that vehicles may pass safely be- 
neath, as one by one the railways take up 
the work that has been dictated by the coun- 
cll. 

As Engineer John O'Neill, the city’s expert, 
said last night: 

“Track elevation, so long a dream, has 
become a reality. This year will witness 
more improvement than any year since the 
first tie was raised, and it is probable that 
next year the record will be surpassed.” 


Vast Sums Involved. 


Statistics show that during the few months 
between May 1 and the coming of cold weath- 
er,.a period when track elevation is possi- 
bie, the six railways now elevating their 
tracks will have spent in the neighborhood 
of $4,000,000, and 40,000 men will have been 
directly or indirectly employed. 

It will require over $8.000,000 to complete 
the work begun and partly completed this 
year. 

‘The six roads in question are now using in 
the one item of sand alone 14,000 cubic yards 
every day except Sundays, or 84,000 yards 
for the six working days, and at 30 cents 
a cubic yard for the material this means 
a weekly expenditure of $25,200 for sand 
alone. 

The cost of labor is even heavier, and there 
are the other items of cement for the con- 
crete retaining walls, lumber for the false 
work, and many other items which go to 
Swell the cost and give additional work to 
all sorts of labor. 

There is employment for the shoveler who 
puts the sand under the tracks, for the ma- 
son who builds the walls, the carpenter who 
handles the lumber work, and the engineers 
in charge of the construction. 


These Roads at Work. 


The roads which have begun track elevation 
this year with the expectation of complet- 
ing it next year, are: ™ 

Western Indiana, from Seventy-third street to 


the south branch of the Chicago river. 
Pennsylvania, from Garfield boulevard to the 


south branch of the river. 
Chicago and Alton, from Thirty-fourth street to 


Rockwell. 
Pan Handls, from Canal street to Western ave- . 


nue bowvlevard. 
Union stocqyards, from Canal street to Western 


avenue boulevard. 

Chicago Terminal, fromi Canal street to Western 
avenue boulevard. 

In addition the Santa Fé, the Alton, and the 
Tiinois Central are now completing the sub- 
way at Canal and Twenty-second streets, 
and a subway at Archer avenue and Twenty- 
second street must soon be built by the West- 
ern Indiana and Pennsylvania lines. 


Example of Rush Work. 


Of all the work under construction the most 
notabie is the elevation of the tracks of the 
Western Indiana north of Seventy-third 
street, which, it is expected, will be com- 
pieted as far as Garfield boulevard before 
the season is ended. 

“It is the best and fastest piece of track 
elevation work done in Chicago,” is Engineer 
O'Neill's comment. 

The ordinance for the elevation of the 
Western Indiana's tracks was passed Feb. 
23. 1899, but it was not until May 14 of this 
year that work was begun. That was the 
Gate on which the first carload of sand was 
dumped alongside the tracks 400 feet south 
of Seventy-second street. 

The plans contemplated an incline from 


' this point to Sixty-ninth street, where the 


full elevation is reached and from there an 


~ elevated track to the bridge over which the 


road crosses the south branch of the river. 
Subways had to be opened at Seventy-first, 
Seventieth. Sixty-ninth, Sixty-eighth, Sixty- 
seventh, Sixty-sixth, Sixty-fourth, and Sixty- 
third streets, Englewood avenue, Sixty-sec- 
ond, Sixty-first place, and Sixty-first and 
Sixtieth streets, and it was the work on 
these subways which has attracted the most 
attention among the experts. 


Speed Record Broken. 


All of them but Sixty-third street are now 
open for traffic of teams and pedestrians, and 
at Sixty-ninth street the record has been 
broken for speed. There is a street car line 
in this street, and so extra steam was put on 
there with the result that the street was 
closed by the track elevation work for only 
eleven,days. The same record is expected to 
be made at Sixty-third street. It was closed 
to traffic on Aug. 13, and the promise is it 
will be reopened on Thursday of this week. 

This subway work. has been made possibile 
by the extensive use of false work, which al- 
lowed the subways to be used while the struc- 
ture was not actually completed. 

The cost of this falee work for each sub- 
way runs from %,000 to — and it is 
largely a loss, except for the terial saved, 
as the false work all has to be torn out when 
the completed subway is putin. It consists 
of from 240 to 280 oak piles for each subway, 
driven from twelve to thirteen feet into the 
ground, supporting cross girders above, which 
in turn support the longitudinal girders on 
which rest the ties which hold the rails. 

Since that first load of sand was dumped at 
Seventy-third street on May 14 there has 
been more than 380,000 cubic yards used in 
the Western Indiana's work. In addition to 
the straight track elevation it has also raised 
its yards between Sixty-fifth and Sirty- 
seventh street, the west side of its right of 
way, and Armour avenue. 


Driveways Are Constructed. 


To these elevated yards, constructed of 
gand, with two inches of slag as a ballast 
‘to the sand, and all supported by heavy con- 

erete retaining walls, have been built drive- 
Ways coming to the elevated surface of the 
yards between the tracks and to the side of 
them. These driveways have been surfaced 
with fine broken stone with a heavy top 
dressing, forming the boulevard macadam 
which is employed by the park commission- 
ers for most of the thoroughfares under their 


The expectation of the Western Indiana is 
to complete its track elevation this year as 
far north as Garfield boulevard or Fifty-fifth 
‘street. The rest of it will be done next year 
in conjunction with the Pennsylvania, whose 
tracks are parallel with the Western In- 
‘diana from that point to the river. The 
Western Indiana will expend more than 
$1,000,000 this year, and next year the ex- 
pense probably will be heavier. These two 
roads then will have to meet the expense 
and work of difficult subways at Fifty-frst 
und Forty-seventh streets. 

The work being done by the Union Stock- 
yards, the Chicago Terminal, and the Pan- 
handle is practically the same, and means 
elevated tracks into the stockyards from the 
west. 

The Alton is completing the work already 

‘begun and well under way tast year and the 
Pennsylvania's has been described.

If you should ask Anton Koenig, father 
of seventeen children, what fear is greater 
in his heart than fear of the city’s prison 
he would tell you that it is fear of woman.

Koenig spent a night in a cell, and the next 
day was fined $50 and costs, which means 
103 days in the bridewell. 


Food All Right, but——. 


“They made me work patching up walls 
out there,” explained Koenig more in Ger- 
man than English, “And overcrowded— 
say, it was worse than the ship I come over 
in from the old country. It was awful— 
that bridewell—I ain’t complaining so much 
about the food, for |I never could eat much, 
but you can’t get a/drink out there—I didn’t 
have a drink for ten days. I couldn’t stand 
it no longer, and I gent for my son-in-law to 
get me-out, and if they hadn't let me out that 
night I would have/sent for the priest. But 
when they heard I had seventeen children 
they let me out. They said I’d hear from 
Roosevelt, but I haven't yet.’’ 

“Were you ever! arrested before,” was 
asked.

JUDGE KERSTEN A PRISONER 
IN HIS OWN CHAMBERS. 


Inspector Gerten Locks Him In, Suppos- 
ing No One Was in Room—An Hour 
Later Shouts for Help Are Heard. 


Judge George Kersten was a prisoner in his 
own chambers in the Criminal Court building, 
where he was cbpmpelled to remain until re- 
leased by the janitor, who heard his calls 
for a key.

ASSESSORS’ WORK 


Declare “It Impossible to Ex- 
plain Wide Diserepan- 
cies in Figures. — 


MAKING NEW ESTIMATES. 


Valuations on One Side of Street 
Two or Three Times 
Those Opposite. 


< 


Wide differences of values as found by the 
board of assessors in adjoining pieces of land 
are the source of much trouble to the mem- 
bers of the board of review and have been 
the cause of aggravating the lack of har- 
mony that has characterized their relations. 
What course of reasoning has been followed 
to find that fifty feet on one side of a street 
is' worth three times as much as a similar 
tract on the opposite side is a puzzle to the 
reviewers, The owners of these properties 
are still more mystified, 

‘The board of review would be justified in 
making an entirely new assessment on all 
land in Chicago,” is the statement of a man 
who is close to the board members. 
proposition has been discovered by the mem- 
bers of the board. Wait until this board ad- 
journs and you will heat something.’”’ 


Examples of Wide Variation. 


Among the examples showing this varied 
assessment are the values that have been re- 
turned in inside lots near Center avenue 
and Twelfth street. On the north side of 
Twelfth street the assessors fixed the value 


‘Of an inside piece of land at $142 a front 


foot. Just across the street the value was 
fixed at $74 a front foot. On the north side 
of the street, east of Center avenue, the 
assessors decided that the land was worth 
$166 a front foot, and on the south side, just 
opposite, the value was fixed at $76. 

* This is a fine condition for us to try to ex- 
plain to a property owner who comes in to 
protest against his assessment,’ said one 
member of the board. ‘“‘ There is nothing to 
do except make what is practically a new 
investigation.”’ 

There are wide discrepancies in the valua- 
tions that have been returned on the prop- 
erty. at the intersection of Morgan and Madi- 
son streets. Four lots, each having a front- 
age of 125 feet on Madison street and a side 
frontage of 100 feet on Morgan, are assessed 
at $40,632 and §40,682 on the north, and $33,900 
and $29,800 on the south. On Sangamon 
street land on the north side of Twelfth, 
facing west, is assessed at $81 a foot, and 
on the south side of Twelfth street the value 
was reduced to $34 and $35 a foot. 


Difference of Three to One. 


On Madison street, just west of Hamlin 
avenue, is a difference of over three to one. 
On the north side of the street the assessors 
determined that the land was worth $300 and 
directly opposite $05 was fixed as the value. 

When the assessors reached Halsted and 
Twelfth streets the figures indicate that 
every one took part in determining the 
values. North of Twelfth street, on the east 
side of the street, land was assessed at $220 
and on the west at $166. South of Twelfth 
street, on the east side, $160 was found as 
the value, and on the opposite side $60 was. 
eut off.’ On Twelfth street, west of Halsted, 
on the north side of the street, the assessors 
fixed $176 as the value and: on the opposite 
side $90. 

Will Finish Work by Sept. 5. 

According to Homer Galpin, chief clerk 
of the board of review, the work of the re- 
viewers will be complete by Sept. 5 and the 
books will be ready for County Clerk Olsen 
in five days, he having made a demand op 
the board for them by that time. When 
the board met there were 33,000 complaints 
on file. When it is remembered that there 
are 982,000 pieces of land assessed the num- 
ber of complaints, less than 4 per cent, ap- 
pears inconsiderable, This small percentage, 
however, covers 50 per cent of the total val- 
vation, The board before its adjournment 
will have to go over three times the number 
of complaints that have ever been filed be- 
fore, about 11,000 protests having been filed 
last year. 

Preparing for Outings. 

With the adjournment of the “reviewers 
will commence their regular vacation and the 
members of the board, together with the cler- 
ical force, have all completed plans for their 
outings. The members of the board of as- 
sessors are now finishing their vacations. The 
board of equalization, which meets in Spring- 
field, will convene on Sept. 15, this being the 
first Tuesday after the 10th of that month, 
the date fixed by the revenue law.

NEW RULES WILL 
VARY THE PLAY. 


Walter Camp Expects Foot- 
ball Changes to Please 
the Spectator. 


EASY TO FOLLOW GAME. 


Open Formations More. Likely, 
but the Exact Result of Re- 
vision Is | Problematical. 


{BY LTER CAMP.] 

Never before in the history of the sport 
has there been a time when it was more 
difficult to predict what the various styles 
of play would be jn the approaching season. 


For a few years the rules have been allowed 
to crystallize so that the coach and players 
have been given an opportunity of building 
upon a secure foundation certain methods of 
play, which have from season to season been 
developed to higher degrees of perfection. 
The spectators had progressed in a remark- 
able manner in the understanding of the 
finer points of the rules and play until they 
were nearly as Keen as the officials in de- 
tecting anything! wrong the code and 
had become remarkably clever in appreciat- 
ing the finer points and formation plays, as 
well as the duties of the individual players. 
With it all had come, however, a desire on 
the part of the spectators of the football 
field, from their view in the grand stands, 
to have the game simplified, and this ble- 
ment, combining ‘with those who had come 
to believe that mass plays, so-called, were 
dangerous, produced a party of protestants 
in favor of another form of play and a 
body that must be listened to. Whetherany 
form of play can ever be devised in a game 
involving such personal contact that shall 
be free from danger is decidedly doubtful, 
but neither the sth nor spectator can be 


more desirous of this than are the rulemakers 
end players. 


Considered Changes Long. 

The rulemakers began their sessions in 
March, and after having collected by mail 
a large number @f plans of the various fol- 
lowers of the sport and having succeeded in 
securing many suggestions, went into session 
and continued their meetings as often as 
the members could get together during a 
period of some three months. The resolu- 
tions passed at their first meeting gave 
something of an idea of their position on 
the subject. They expressed the desire to 
make such alterations as should render the 
criticism less and to consider in detail the 
propositions already submitted and any new. 
ones that might offered. The result of all 
these meetings was the production of the 
football rules as they stand for 1903. 

There are twoiviews to be taken of these 
rules. The first is that of the spectator and 
the second that af the player. ) 

This article puts before the spectator the 
facts as to these rules and the changes 
that he is Hable to see brought about by 
them. 

In the first plate the spectator as he looks 
out on the fleld will see that its middle sec- 
tion, that is, ard ines bounded by the two 


twenty-five yard lines and the side lines, is 
marked out like A checkerboard. The space 
from each twently-five yard line to the goal 
line is a eridiros as of old. The object of 
this marking, as was the object of the five 
yard lines originally, is to assist the referees 
in determining rapidly distances without 
resort to a tapé@ measure.. The transverse 
lines throughout the field are to indicate 
whether a side has made the necessary five 
yards in three attempts, but the longitudinal 
lines used in the middle section are made 
necessary by a new rule. 


Chance for Quarter Again, 

It will be remembered that there was a 
time in the history of the game when the 
quarter back—tRat is, the man’ who first 
receives the bal] from the snapback in the 
scrimmage—coulfl himself carry the ball for- 
ward. After some years a law was made 
preventing the quarter back from carrying 
the ball forward beyond the line of scrim- 
mage. The new rule of 1903 gives him a 
chance once more of being a runner with 
the ball. He will, however, not be permitted 
to plunge through the middle of the line, but 
he must go at least five yards out—that is, 
towards the end) of the line—from the place 
where the ball Was snapped back. 

With this marking it will not be a difficult 
thing for the referee to decide whether the 
player runs five yards out or not. Under 
this rule there may be more or less dispute 
as to whether the man goes far enough out. 
This would be more liable to prove the case 
if the quarter back were allowed to run with 
the ball inside—that is, between the twenty 
yard line and the goal. It is hardly probable 
that there will he a great amount of dispute 
over this, provided the quarter back runs 
out beyond the tackle. This is, however, a 
weakness of thejrule, but it is hardly liable 
to prove serious)

the fact that ob has been legislation re- 
garding the heavy armor. Some may even 
anticipate seeing the contestants appear 
upon the gridiron as lightly clad as a man 
on a racetrack, jor like the bare kneed Eng- 
lish players. In this the spectator will be 
disappointed, f while the rules will be 
strictly enforcefl regarding the protecting 
armor it probably will not be so markedly 
different in appearance from that of the old. 
The Heavy sole Jeather helmet probably will 
be replaced by goft leather with pneumatic 
cushions with dding running around the 
top. From the/grand stands, however, the 
appearance of the cap will not be far different 
from that of the old. 

All Heavily Padded. 

The spectator, however, can rest assured 
that this season there will be no hard or 
unyielding substance worn on the players 
that is not so padded on the outside as to 
render it harmiess to other players. It Is 
hoped that quite a good deal of this will 
be discarded. 

The spectator should also note a change 
made in the penalty for holding opponents, 
that is by using the hands or arms when in 
oasession of the ball. Instead of losing the 
ball it means a Joss of five yards. This, how- 
ever, is a lesser penalty than the loss of the 
ball. Tackling below the knees will no longer 
be ruled against, and in fact this rule has be- 
come practically dead. 

The linesman will also become far more 
important, as he will be practically another 
umpire, being ¢harged with the duty of call- 
{ng and penalizing offside pley in the line, 
tripping and roughing a full back after a 
kick. 

The first thing in the play itself that will 
attract the attention of the observer un- 
doubtedly will be the formation of the men 
for the scrimmage As soon as the ball is 
kicked off, caught, run with, and the player 
brought down, the spectator will find that, 
if the ball hag been brought back into the 
middie section of the field, instead of seeing 
the team ne up as of old with a formation 
play of some kind, taking a tackle or a guard 
back, he will see what may be called a re- 
turn to the good old days of football when 
seven men were always on the’lHne of scrim- 
mage. The ‘rule this year provides that 
in this middle section a team must have seven 
men on the line when the ball is put in play. -

AFRICANDER 1S. VICTOR 


DEFEATS WATERBOY AND HENO 
FOR THE SARATOGA CUP. 


Great Crowd Sees the Battle Fought 
Out for the Historic Stakes Between 
the Three Horses, All the Other En- 
tries Being Soratched—Track Record 
Is Broken by the Winner and An- 
other Mark Is Equaled by Reliable 
in the First Even t. ek 


Saratoga, N. Y., Aug. 22.—[{Special.]— 
Africander, winner of the Belmont, Suburb- 
an, Advance, and Realization stakes, in ad- 
dition to some minor events, added the rich 
Saratoga cup to his list today. Therace was 
worth $7,500 to the winner, there being suf- 
ficient money added to the original guarantee 
to raise the total value of the stake to $9,000, 

No well informed person expected to see 
Irish Lad in the race, because he had done 
no work recently to warrant his having @ 
chance. Waterboy, Heno, and Africander 
were the three which did battle, and a right 
royal one it proved to be between Heno and 
Africander in the last furlong, while Water- 
boy, the favorite, was far in the rear. , 

Africander was ridden with skill angippa- 
tience by Fuller, who had already Le 
High Ball first in the Grand Union tel 
stake. He was apparently a beaten horse 
three furlongs from home, At that time 
Heno, with T. Burns up, apparently had both 
his opponents beaten, Waterboy failing: to 
stay more than a mile and a quarter. 


Heno Sets Pace All Way. 


Heno forced the pace, because it was con- 
sidered the proper method of defeating both 
Waterboy and Africander, but unfortunately 
for his own chances the necessity of making 
all the running was what beat Heno, which 
led from the first jump almost,to the last, 
only to lose the coveted prize by only a short 
head. With one or two more horses in the 
race experts declare Heno would have won 
easily. 

The track was dead, and this must to some 
extent account for Waterboy'’s collapse, 
which was complete. Three reasons are 
given by careful observers why the giant 
black was so badly beaten—he could not be 
worked regularly on account of the heavy 
track, divers times the ground cupped 
out from under him, and he may not be a 
stayer. 

Africander made the best time on record in 
the cup race, the best previous time being 
2:58% by Latson in October, 1901, at Morris 
park. Today Africander ran the distance in 
2:58, the fractional time being: Furlong, 
712%; quarter, :24%; three furlongs, :37; five 
furlongs, 1:01%; six furlongs, 1:14%; seven 
furlongs, 1:27%;) mile, 1:40%; nine furlongs; 
1:53; mile and a quarter, 2:05%; eleven fur- 
longs, 2:18%; mile and a half, 2:31%; mile and 
three-quarters, 2:58. 

The Grand Union stakes of $10,000 was won 
easily by Highball, a 12 to 1 shot. Crown 
Prince and Palm Bearer were the first to 
show, losing their lead to Dimple on the 
turn, Highball had no trouble in passing 
the latter. 

The Shillelah steeplechase was classed by 
competent judges as one of the finest jump- 
ing races run in recent years. Lavator, with 
whom his owner, J. W. Colt, had declared to 
win, had it out with Land of Clover in the 
stretch and won by a head. The time was 
6% seconds better than that of the winner 
last year,

LIPTON RACES THIS WEBK 


LOCAL YACHTSMEN TO TRY FOR 
THE COMPETITIVE TROPHY. 


‘Are Entered for the Contest — Pro- 
tests Against La Rita and Pilot May 
Cause Those Two Boatato Be Barred 
~The Donor of the Prize May Be 
Able to Witness the Final Maich— 
Four Clubs Represented. 


Not all of the yacht racing intérest will be 
centered in the races for the America cup off 
Sandy Hook this week, as the local yachts- 
men will take a hand in the game, the annual 
races for the Sir Thomas Lipton competitive 
cup being on the calendar of the Columbia 
Yacht club. The races for the Lipton trophy 
will be sailed on Thursday, Friday, afid Sat- 
urday. 

This will be the second year of competition 
for the cup, and, judging by the crack 
twenty-one footers which have entered, the 
racing will be the most spectacular that has 
been seen on Lake Michigan in years. See- 
retary Louis Braun of the Columbia club has 
received the entries of seven o> the fastest 
boats on the lakes, which will represent four 
different clubs, Those entered are: Sprite, 
owned by R. B. Brown of the Milwaukee 
Yacht club: Dr. C. P. Pinekard’s Sprite of the 
Chicago Yacht club; Outlaw, owned by Fred 
D. Porter of the Jackson Park Yacht club; 
Litle Shamrock, the Columbia Yacht club 
syndicate defender; Hoosier, owned by Com- 
modore MeGuire of- the Columbia club; and 
Privateer, owned by Rear Commodore Oscar 
Daniels of the Columbia club. 


La Rita May Be Too Late. 

La Rita, the fast twenty-one footer, the 
property of George R. Peare, which came 
off victorious In the first races for the cup 
last year, may not be able to raee, as the 
entry was not gént in to the secretary ten 
days before the daté of the first race. as 
laid down in the deed of gift. Mr. Peare 
sent In his entry three days after the ex 
piration of the timé limit, and as the result 
there is much talk of the other members 
protesting. The tardiness of Peare has 
caused much comment, as it was on this 
account that several Milwaukee/boat ich 
had intended to enter the race were barred 
last year, giving the lecal yachtsmfen an 
easier victory than had there been more 
competition.

One of them is Kinney 
Louw. that was unmarked until Doble started 
to tace him: the other The Roman, that took 
a mark of 2:00% last year, but which, when 
it came to trotting in a field of horses some- 
where near his own speed, did not seem to 
hold his own well. 

Good Mark for Kinney Lou.

The following season he 
was Shown at a county fair in the saddle 
horse ring and took first prize. The same 
week Billy Buck teok part in a race for 
roadsters to buggy. his opponent being the 
pacer Rochelle. 2:20. Billy won the first 
heat in 2-30 and the mare took the next two. 

This was in the fall of 1899, and on the 
ehowing made the horse was purchased by 
W. F. Buchanan of Meriden, Miss, for $250 
and used by him as a buggy horse until the 
death of Mr. Buchanan in 1901, Billy Buck 
was then placed in the hands of a trainer, 
who began work on him in April, 1902. His 
first race was at Pocomoke, Va., and was 
won with ease. Thén the horse raced the 
balante-.of the seaton over poor half miie 
tracks in Virginia and Maryland circuits, 
winning every race in which he started, eight 
in number, and closing the campaign with a 
mark of 2:16%. But for all his brilliant 
work Billy Buck did not attract the atten- 
tion. of any realiy smart horsemen, or he 
would have been picked up.

[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 12.—A recent visitor? to 
Tolstoi at his home near the village of Yas- 
naga Polyana describes the Mfe of the Rus- 
sian writer and gives his views on art, Rus- 
kin, and religion. Tolstot’s home is thus de- 
scribed: . 

Tolstol, as all the world knows, lives near 
the village of Yasnaga Polyana, within a 
drive of Tula. The prospect on either side of 
the road was beautiful—great sweeps of un- 
inclosed cornland and woods, chiefly of close 
eet birches, far taller than any I have seen 
in England; long hills, wide strips of road 
side pasture, quite fowery with blue cranes- 
bill, larkspur, dog dasies, willow herb, etc.; 
everything open and on a generous scale, as 
befits so huge a country as Ruseia, 

After golng six or seven miles along the 
main road we came down a rough track, 
passing many peasants in their holiday at- 
tire, and in a little while we turned to the 
Tight through two columns marking the en- 
“trance to Tolstoi’s estate, past a small lodge 
and a pond, and up a road which brought us 


ot modern size, whitened, and roofed with 
sheet iron painted sea green-—a common form 
of Russian roofing. 


Peasant’s Blouse—of Silk. 


Tolsto! was dressed-in the familiar way, 
but his peasant’s blouse was of a light Chi- 
nese silk, well suited to the heat of sum- 
mer. Tea was going on, and, after seeing 
that we were comfortable and exchanging.a 
few wo with each of us, Tolstol went 
away to rest for an hour, during which inter- 
i val we were shown over the estate by the 
countess, the young count, and the niece, 
all of whom, like Toletoil himself, speak 
English perfectly. 

I first walked with the count, who had 
been in Canada with the Doukhobors, He 
told me that they were getting on well, but 
that no more were going out to Canada, as 
the members of the sect remaining in Rus- 
sia have abandoned the uncompromising 
standpoint of their Canadian coreligionists 
and have consented to serve in the army. 


Calls Scientists “Foolish.” 


Many readers of “ What Is Art?” have 
been surprised at Tolstoi’s making no refer- 
ence to Ruskin or William Morris, although 
various unimportant English writers are 
quoted, as well as scientists. like in, 
Herbert Spencer, and Grant Allen, who could 
not be expected to speak on such a subject 
with knowledge and authority. One of us 
ventured to express this when he returned to 
us. 

“Is that so?’ he seid, Perhaps you are 
right. I am in the habit of dividing my 
fellow men into two clasees, the foolish and 
the wise, and I put all scientists into the 
former class. 

“ As to Morris, I do not w much,about 
him. I have read ‘ News Nowhere,’ 
but I do not care for that kind of hook. It.is.} 
like Bellamy’s ‘ Looking Backward.’ How 
can any one forecast the future? If the 
Romans had tried to picture the present day, 
what would they have made of it?” 

Tolstoi, as he told. us, has no faith in 
socialism, involving as it does government 
and interference, to which he, as an anarch- 
ist, albeit a peaceful one, is so strongly op- 
posed. 


Talks of Ruskin. 


Of Ruskin and Dickens he spoke with great 
warmth, saying that all Dickens’ characters 
are his personal friends. He had read most 
of Ruskin’s books beginning with “Unto 
This Last.’”” Had we'seen Ruskin et la.Bi- 
ble?” “No? You must’get,it. There was 
a man-who read his bible, and to some pur- 
pose. He was a great man.” 

“T like his face,”’ he added. ‘“‘ I have seen 
two portraits, front face and profile, both 
after he had grown a beard. He was like 
a Russian peasant.” 

his last remark is still more true of Tol- 
stoi himself, whose type of face, with less 
force and less keenness in the eye but the 
same features, may be seen again and again 
fn the streets of Tula and Moscow. There 
is nothing delicate, nothing aristocratic 
about his build, although his family is an 
ancient and distinguished one. His nose, 
as he lamented in his childhood, is broad, 
his lps are thick, his hands and ears noticea- 
bly large. In manner and speech he is gen- 
tle, ready to listen as well as to talk. One 
of us quoted Ruskin's lament to a friend that 
he had not renounced his possessions. “* That 
interests me very much,” Tolstoi said, for ti 
is my case also. And why did not Ruskin do 
it?’ “He found it so dificult. He had so 
many ties, artists to support, etc.”” “ Ah!” 
he replied, with a sigh. ‘‘ That is it; we do 
not become Christians until late.in life, and 
then there are ties.” 


His Views of Religion.’ 


My friends wished to consult Tolstoi about 
a personal matter. When the little confer- 
ence seemed nearly over I rejoined them. 
“ Tcannot advise you,” he was saying. “ If 
you are to teach others, it must be done un- 
consciously.“ He laid great stress on this 
word. 

‘By example?” some one asked. 
‘Yes, by example. Live according to the . 
law of Jesus Christ—that of love between 
man and man.’ 
*‘ How do you regard Christ?” 
“As a man—I could not narrow my relig- 
fous conception by believing otherwise. 
Some German has written a book to prove 
that Christ never existed. I wasasked what 
I thought about it, and I replied that it was 
probably untrue, but that it did not matter 
to me at all whether he existed. His teach- 
ing exists, and is the revelation of God.” 
*“ You.do not mean that ft is an exclusive 


revelation?” 
no,”’ said Tolstoi, “ I believe that reve-

° THE PANAMA CANAL. 
President Marroquin says his government 
is confronted by two alternatives, which 
are: 
1. To ratify the Hay-Herran treaty and 
later find itself accused of having impaired 
olombian sovereignty over the three mile 
5 on each side of the canal, and also of 


United States. 

2. To reject the treaty and later find it- 
self reproached for having turned the canal 
away from Panama. a 

Hé finds' the dilemma so difficult that he 
is glad congre# and not he must settle the 
matter. 

In regard to the first point, President 
Marroquin could have discovered, if he had 
investigated a little more thoroughly, the 
following situation: If the canal -is 
built through Panama at all the Co- 
lombian sovereignty must be impaired 
along the canal bed to the extent pro- 
vided by the Hay-Herran treaty. - For, 
unless, as provided in the treaty, a three 
mile strip on each side of the canal bed 
were neutral territory, the canal banks 
would be the battle ground of each biennia! 
revolution, because the canal would be the 
most valuable asset in the entire country. 
Uniess, as further provided in that treaty, 
the United States policed the canal the 
government and insurgent gunboats would 
incessantly chase each other up and down 
its waters, and in cases of emergency they 
would doubtless feel themselves justified 
in mining portions of the canal bed for the 
confusion of their enemies. The Panama 
canal under complete Colombian sovereign- 
ty would be an impossibility and better left 
undug, for the lives and money put into it 
would be wasted. As to the United States 
putting up more money than the stipulated 
$10,000,000 down and the quarter million 
additional each year, Colombia may as well 
understand clearly and definitely that that, 
too, is impossible. This country has been 
more than generous in offering such a sum 
and such an annual tribute. It will not be 
held up for a greater amount. Colombia, 
should be overjoyed to have the canal 
built for nothing, for to no country will such 
tremendous benefits accrue per capita as 
to that republic. Colombia cannot get bet- 
ter terms than the Hay-Herran treaty, and 
if she delays long enough perhaps not so 
good. 

As‘to the second point: If Colombia re- 
jects the treaty one of three things would 
result, any one of which Calombia probably 
would deem. disagreeable. The United 
States might go ahead and build the Pana- 
ma canal without the consent of Colombia; 
it might build the Nicaragua canal; or Pan- 
ama might secede, in which case a satisfac- 
tory treaty could eadily be arranged with 
the new state and the canal would be built 
with all due international decorum. 

From all points of view Colombia would 
find choice number two considerably un- 
pleasanter than number one. The extreme- 
ly significant series of letters which Tue 
TRIBUNE has received from its readers indi- 
eates with considerable precision that at 
last the Ameriean people are getting tired 
of being fooled with about the canal ques- 
tion. Their interpretation of President 
Marroquin’s message to his congress will 
be that Colombia is holding off for more 
money and will consent to impair her sov- 
ereignty if she can get more cash. No more 


ean be had. 


RACE IMPROVEMENT. 

What is the effect of “ modern progress ” 
upon the strength and vigor of the race? 
Is the industrial revolution producing a 
finer or a weaker average man and woman 
than was produced by hand industry? Do 
present day commerce and finance, with 
their high tension but shortened hours, 
their artificially lighted desks but their an- 
nual vacations, make for a better or a worse 
progeny? Do the tenement house and the 
colossal public schools, with their “ sanita- 
tion,” afford more favorable or less favora- 
ble conditions for childhoed than prevailed 
a century or several centuries ago? Isa 
“city type” being evolved, and if so, what 
of its hardihood? Do humanitarianism and 
protective science, by enabling the weaker 
to survive, constitute a menace to the racial 
stock? In short, is the race on the up or the 
down grade? This momentous question is 
briefly but suggestively treated by Prof. 
R. T. Ely in one chapter of his new book 
on “ The Evolution of Industrial Life.” 

Prof. Ely was naturally surprised in ap- 
proaching this subject to find that “ there 
never has been any serious investigation 
either by sociologists or biologists of the 
relative strength and vigor of man in the 
‘various stages of his evolution from sav- 
agery to the highest forms of eivilization.” 
Hence, there is no “ scientific basis ” as yet 
on which either to maintain or deny “ the 
frequent assertion of a dangerous decline 
} in man’s physical vigor.”” He does not un- 
dertake the difficult task of estimating the 
general influence of modern environment 
upon social vigor, but he cites various facts 
against the notion of certain scientists that 
it is threatened by philanthrophy, medical 
science, and legislation for the weak. He 
finds also many positive indications that 
the “selection of parents” is being con- 
stantly improved. 


the parasitical classes have been greatly 
reduced since the days “‘ when beggary was 
thought to be a virtue.” Physical training, 


emphasis. Then women, being more inde- 
pendent economically, exercise more free- 
‘dom and discrimination in marriage—to 
the advantage of their offspring. Finally 
the prevention of parentage among the de- 
fective and degenerate classes is being taken 
directly in hand. This is being done first 
by placing such classes more and more in 
public institutions and by laying proper re- 
strictions upon all public wards. It is be- 
ing done, secondly, by efforts to restrict mar- 
riage between unfit persons whether in pub- 
lie institutions or not. Legislation has been 
recently adopted in Michigan and promoted 
in four other states looking to the actual 
prohibition of marriage between weak 
minded persons or between persons afflicted 
with certain physical diseases. Indeed, “a 
literature on this subject is growing up.” 
He conciudes “ that never before has there 
been such a high average of strength and 
vigor, and that never before has there been 
such promise of increasing strength and 
vigor for the future.” 

Many persons would find more cause for 
apprehension than Prof. Ely apparently 
does in the alleged deteriorating influence 
of city life. His optimistic discussion, how- 
ever, will.in any event direct increasing at- 
tention to a question of the greatest moment,

THE MARQUIS OF SALISBURY. 

_ The best friends Americans had in Eng- 
land at the time of the revolution were 
whigs. After independence had been se- 
cured the Americans who took any interest 
in English politics had a friendlier feeling 
for the whig than for the tony party. Ata 
later day their sympathies were with the 
liberals rather than with the conservatives. 
As a natural consequence Americans have 
beén “inclined to look more favorably’ on 
whig and liberal statesmen than on those 
who upheld ‘tory or conservative principles. 
Other things being equal Americans would 
have ranked Gladstone higher than Disraeli, 
because ove led. the favored party and the 
other led the opposing party. : 

From the American point of view Lord 
Salisbury was on the wrong side in English 
politics, and for that reason there was less 


ability. There was an inclination to take 
as gospel truth Bismarck’s sneering remark 
after the Berlin conference that Lord Salis- 
bury was a lath painted to resemble iron. 
Yet in the long succession of premiers none 
has given greater evidence of friendliness 
towards the United States and readiness to 


yielding disposition when he was discussing 
the seal fisheries question with Mr. Blaine, 
and it must be admitted that he had the 
better of the American secretary of state 
in the argument. At that time Americans 
thought Lord Salisbury obstinate and un- 
conciliatory. That was their opinion of 
him during the early stages of the Vene- 
zuelan boundary controversy. 

' Suddenly he changed his policy and set to 
work to placate the United States. The 
Venezuelan dispute was seut to an arbitra- 
tion tribunal although the ground first taken 
was that “there was nothing to arbitrate.” 
During the Spanish-American war the at- 
titude of the prime minister was all that 
could be desired. _After the war, when 
Americans were greatly interested in the 
Nicaragua canal, he consented to the abro- 
gation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, which 
the United States was extremely anxious to 
get rid of. Whatever Americans may think 
of the. foreign policy of Lord Salisbury as 
regards European nations,Ahey ought to be 
pleased with his policy as regards the Uuit- 
ed States, whether it was dictated by the 
weakness Bismarck ascribed to him or by 
his conviction that it was for the interest 
of Great Britain to be on the best possible 
terms with this country. 

Early in the last century there were some 
British prime ministers who were lacking 
in ability. That has not been the case in 
recent years. Nowadays the man who by 
the voice of his party is placed at the head 
of the government is prima facie a person 
of commanding abilities. It was not a long 
pedigree, or family influence, or the faculty 
of saying unpleasant things which raised 
Lord Salisbury to high position and long 
maintained him there. He owed it to his 
talent. He was the legitimate successor of 
Disraeli. There was no man in Lord Salis- 
bury’s party to dispute his primacy, while 
beside Mr. Balfour stands Mr. Chamber- 
lain, the more forceful and resourceful man 
of the two. , 

Lord Salisbary retired frém office at the 
end of the Boer war. That war, so costly 
and distressful, was the most conspicuous 
event of his last administration. Perhaps 
he was no more able to avert it, if he desired 
to do so, than President McKinley was to 
avert war with Spain. The utter defeat of 
the Boers has not settled matters in south 
Africa. There is beneath the ashes much 
fire, which may break out again, It may 
be that the future English verdict regarding 
Lord Salisbury will be that he was an able 
statesman but av unfortunate one, because 
the Boer war was fought while he was in 
power.

Prosecution, however, has not been the 
main activity of the factory inspectors dur- 
ing the last seven weeks. Their main ac- 
tivity has ‘been the spread of information 
with regard to the new law. This has been 
done with a thoroughness which the new 
law made necessary but which state official 
traditions seemed to make impossible. 
Under the new law children cannot go to 
work till they have certificates from public 
school or parochial schoo! authorities, Chief 
Factory Inspector Davies was obliged, 
therefore, to devise a system by means of 
which his department would be brought 


into effective working relations with all the 


school boards, county superintendents, and 


parochial scheol directors of the state, : 
| The rapidity with which this has been done, 


involving measureless correspondence aud 
innumerable details, has been much more 
characteristic of the private’ business 
thethods that produced the great Chicago 
stores than of the public business methods 
that produced the Illinois Industrial Home 
for the Blind. ) 


Mr. Davies, though a state appointee, 


dared to go to Springfield, and, in spite of 
strong political opposition, secure the pas- 
sage of a more rigid child labor aw. Now, 
in spite of continued opposition, he is dar- 
ing to enforce that law. When he goes to 
the convention of the International Asso- 
ciation of Factory Inspectors at Montreal 
next week he will be able to say three good 
things for Illinois.

President Roosevelt and 
The Navy Secretary Moody have 


Needs Cooks.said frequently that the 


navy needs more officers. 
That is not all it needs. It should have 
more cooks. That is not the statement of a 
landlubber, but of a man Who enlisted in the 
navy in 1876, who has been in the service 
ever since, and has risen to be a gun captain 
of the first class. This expert says: “ What 
the navy needs most now, to my mind, is 
more officers and more cooks. An officer 
can't drill seventy men and give proper in- 
struction to each, yet that is what they are 
supposed to do. One cook for 100 men, as 
they are apportioned now, is too few, and the 
result Is often seen in poor rgtions. The food 
is excellent, but much is spoiled in the cook- 
ing.’’ When it is necessary soldiers or sail- 
ors can get along on badly cooked food and 
little of it, but they grumble frightfully.

cent commission. The Wall street reporters 
did not get it, but every stockholder in the 
Virginia Carolina Chemical company, as well 
as every investor and every money lender, is 
entitled to know the facts, and thank the 


} Wall street reporter. 
“It was a plain duty to investors and to 


the community to state the truth, and that 


j the truth may be fully told, we will state 
4 the rest of it. 


There was a bankers’ com- 
mission of 244 per cent for organization and 
management of syndicate that put up the 
money and received a 6 per cent interest 
and 10 per cent commission. 

“The fact. of these commissions, in 
addition to the legitimate interest rate, was 
being used in Wall street fo oppress other 
corporations who were im the market for 
millions of money.

MARKET SHOWS SMALL RANGE. 


Dealings Largely Professional and Bro-

_ New York, Aug. 22.—[{Special.]—There was 
an exceedingly light attendance on the stock 
market today and trading was reduced to 
nominal proportions with little more than 
professional dealings to be observed at any 
time. The floor traders soon wearied of 
Gealing with each other and found little op- 
portunity for successful ventures in scalpin

The closing of the London stock exchange 
over t usual midsummer holiday, and the 
absence of many operajors who were at the 
yacht races served to intensify the dullness. 

There was no news overnight of general 
importance and the only developments af- 
fecting the particular stocks were the begin- 
ning of dividends on Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
and Sault Ste. Marie stocks, and a renewal 
of rumors respecting the affairs of the 
United States Realty company. There was 
a further sharp decline in the last named 
stocks. The dividend announcement for 
“Soo” stocks was not followed by any 
ppecial animation in securi 


The market generally heavy, with 
declines extending to 1 per cent showing in 
some active railway shares. With the course 
of the morning, however, the greater part 
of the earlier losses were recovered, and a 
fairly steady tone developed, chiefly because 
of the favorable expectations entertained 
with regard to the showing the banks make 
in their statement of today. 

The comparatively active features of the 
railway list were Atchison, St. Paul, Cana- 
dian Pacific, Erie, Union Pacific, and Mis- 
souri Pacific. United States Steel shares 
were fairly active, and there was no re- 
newal of the particular pressure to which 
they were subjected yesterday. Local trac- 
tion stocks were neglected. The bank state- 
ment again ‘proved to be a disappointing 
showing, chiefly because of the unexpectedly 
large increase in the loan account, the 
amount being $0,599,000.

| Aside from one spasm of strength on local 
buying. which put prices %c to \c over the 
previous close, the wheat market was dull, 
heavy, and weak throughout the session. 
closing at losses of %c to %c, and at prac- 
tically the bottom prices of the day. Con- 
tinued fine weather in the northwest, the 
fear of an early and heavy movement of 
' gpring wheat because of the favorable har- 
vest conditions, and the light export de- 
mand were all considerations which induced 
liberal marketing of long wheat by local and 
outside holders. There was lecal buying 
early, after the weak opening on the weather, 
‘because of reports of a good export demand 
| ‘for flour here, with a fair business done. 
On the rally, however, there was selling for 
‘northwest account, and the advance did not 
‘hold long. 
There was some discouragement for the 
bulls on the heavier receipts at Kansas City, 
194,000 bu, compared with 134,000 bu last 
year, and primary receipts for the day were 
619,000 bu, compared with 825,000 bu the

One of the note- 
worthy features was the absence of selling 
pressure on lard from.any source that could 
have been traced back to the leading local 
owner of the product. There was, on the 
other hand, a fair demand for lard from 
shorts, both domestic and foreign. There 
was also fair investment demand for Octo- 
ber lard and ribs. Packers continued to sell 
the deferred futures, and these were weaker 
than the near months. Receipts of hogs 
here were only 8,000, and prices at the yards 
were 5@10c higher. Western receipts aggre- 
gated 28,000, as compared with 27,000 the 
corresponding day last year. 

Rye was slow and steady. September was 
bid and 52%c asked, December 54\c 
asked.

Brokers have come Fe regard August as the 
dullest month of the year, and while the pres- 
ent month has generally lived up to its repu- 
tation in this regard there is unmistakably 
a better feeling with reference to the future 
than has prevailed fora long time past. This 
is due perhaps more to the general conditions 
surrounding the market than to any in- 
creased activity, although many brokers re- 
port considerable more inquiry than usually 
prevails at this season of the year. 

It is readily conceded by those at all well 
posted in realty conditions here that not for 
many years past have conditions been so 
promising for investments in this fleld as at 
the present time. Properties with anything 
approaching modern improvements are 
earning more today than for many years 
past, and without a corresponding advance 
in asking prices, except in the case of the 
choicest State street holdings. Net returns 
of from 7 to 12 per cent are common, and 
even the latter figure is exceeded in many 
cases. 

This, of course; applies to central b ist- 
ness holdings, but it is also the fact ihat 
many outside investments are to be had net- 
ting from 5 to 8 per cent, and in some cases 
even more. That this is not a mere assertion 
is proved by the fact that a deal is now on 
covering a north side apartment building, 
the consideration being on the basis of a 
net return of 10 per cent. 

It would certainly seem as though con- 
ditions so attractive as these should enlist 
the favorable attention of investors, and it 
is the belief of leading real estate men that 
they will. 


Real Estate’s Turn Now. 

There is also the further fact that real 
estate is the only great field of investment 
which capital has failed thus far to exploit 
in the present prosperousera. It has worked 
every other avenue of investment to the full- 
est extent, and unless all precedents are to 
go for naught it will turn to real estate, espe- 
clally when the field is as inviting as is the 
case in Chicagotoday. Just when this move- 
ment will begin no one is prepared to say, for 
realty men have suffered so many disap- 
pointments during the last few years that 
they are slow with predictions as to the 
future. It is a fact, however, that there isa 
deep rooted belief that brighter days are in 
store for Chiacgo realty, and many experi- 
enced operators will be disappointed if the 
coming fall market does not prove the most 
active for a number of years past. 


Labor Situation Handicaps. 

There is one handicap, however, which is 
unquestionably working to the detriment of 
the market and may postpone for some time 
a return to better times, and that is the labor 
situation. The remarkable growth of or- 
ganized labor here, and its arbitrary exac- 
tions In many cases, have unquestionably 
alarmed capital and prevented much money 
from seeking investment in real estate. That 
it is also driving many industries from the 
| city is shown by the published statements in 
THE TRIBUNE last week. If these condi- 
tions are to continue indefinitely, not only the 
real estate but the general business inter- 
ests of the city will suffer as well, but it is 
the belief of many experienced observers that 
improved conditions are to be expected in this 
direction. If this be true a serious obstacle 
to greatly improved conditions in the realty 
market will have been removed. 


TO CONTROL ENTIRE BLOCK. 


Schlesinger & Mayer’s ] Lease of Colum- 
bus Club Broperty—How Negotia- 
tions, with Otto Young Failed. 


The further operation of Schlesinger & 
Mayer in the block between Madison and 
Monroe streets was unquestionably the feat- 
ure of last week’s market. In the acquire- 
ment of the old Columbus club property, at 
45-49 Monroe street, that firm unquestion- 
ably greatly strengthened its position with 
reference to the State street frontage south 
— its store to Monroe street, and clearly 
holds the key to the situation there. It 
was, of course, a move in the direction of 
acquiring all this property, and, while it 
may, in some instances prove to be a diffi- 
cult matter, there seems little doubt that it 
will eventually accomplish it. It certain- 
ly is in a position to pay more for the prop- 
erty than any possible competitor, and a price 
that will probably not be refused. In any 
event, it has certainly checkmated any com- 
bination of these properties by any strong 
‘competitor. 
Even as a financial investment the deal 
is certainly a good one for the firm, for the 
price established by the lease, while show- 
ing @ good advance over that paid for the 
property by Miss Adams eighteen months 
ago, seems cheap when compared with the 
prices at which some contiguous State street 
properties are held. Thus, it is said that 
Eugene S. Pike asks an annua! ground rental 
of $45,000 for his 46x83 feet at the northeast 
corner of State and Monroe streets. This 
rental establishes a value of $1,125,000, ora 
trifle less than $300 a square foot. 
Schlesinger & Mayer paid $50,000 for the 
six story building, and an annual ground 
rent of $12,000. This establishes a value of 
£300,000, which is at the rate of $6,000 a front 
foot and $56.74 a square foot. 
Considering how highly essential this prop- 
erty is to the proper development of adjacent 
properties on State street, this price seems 
exceedingly moderate. These State street 
properties are only 83 feet in depth, insuffi- 
clent for large establishments. while the 
club property, by utilizing the 10 foot pri- 
vate alley, will furnish a depth of 142 2-3 


feet. 
Deal with Otto Young. 


A decidedly interesting feature in connec- 
tion with this transaction was the negotia- 
tions had with Otto Young for the acquire- 
ment of his 105 feet extending from 145 to 
153 and their failure when the deal seemed 
certain to go through. 

It happens that the club property backs 
on to Mr. Young's holdings, a ten foot pri- 
vate alley only intervening, and the firm 
planned that by the acquirement of the two 
properties it would secure a fine Monroe 
street entrance in addition to more State 
street frontage and a continuous establish- 


ment from Monroe to Madison street. 

The negotiations with Mr. Young wére pro- 
tracted, but. an. agreemept...was_ finally 
reached by which the firm was to pay an ‘ 
annual ground rental! of $75,000. This es- 
tablished a value of $1,375,000 for the prop- 
erty, which is at the rate of $125. a square 
foot. This certainly Jooked like a good deal 
for Mr. Young, in view of the fact that most 
of his property is held under a long term 
lease on the basis of a value of from $62.35 
to $69.20 a square foot. It happened, how- 
ever, that insurmountable obstacles arose in 
connection with the proposed building on 
the property and the deal fell through. 

Negotiations, however, were continued 
with reference to the club pronerty, the firm 
regarding it as invaluable both in the way 
of furthering its projects for acquiring the 
rest of the property in the block as well as 
blocking attempted acquirement of these 
properties by any strong competitor. It fur- 
ther. strengthens its position by the acquire- 
ment of the Kraus property. 


Takes Hendsome Profit. 

Miss Adams takes a handsome profit out of 
the transaction, as she purchased the prop- 
erty in February, 1902, from Z. P. Brosseau, 
D. F. Bremner, and W. A. Amberg for $275,- 
000, the dea) thus netting her $75,000. 

The property is one of the most conspicuous 
in the city. It was originally bullt for the oc- 
cupancy of the Chicago club, and subsequent- 
ly passed into the possession of the Colum- 
bus club, which disposed of it to Mr. Bros- 
séau, Mr. Bremner, and Mr. Amberg. 

Oliver & Scott, who negotiated the sale of 
the property to Miss Adams, represented 
Schiesinger & Mnyer, while’ Cooper & Bur- 
hans represented Miss Adams. 

One was for $225,000 by the Maseachusetts 
Mutual Life Insurance company to Rivers 
McNei] and others. It runs ten years and 
covers the property at the southeast corner 
of Jackson boulevard and Market street, 
178x100 feet, where a ten story building is 
in process of construction. 

The other was a loan of $100,614 by the 
Scottish Equitable Life Assurance society of 
Edinburg to the Garrett Biblical institute. It 
is secured on the property at 249-257 South 
Water street and 234-238 Lake street, 60x 
151 feet. 


Another important loan was one of $140,000 ° 


by the Northern Trust company as trustee 
to the Chicago Cold Storage company to 
secure an issue of 6 per cent building bonds 
in connection witth its improvements at 
1526-1532 Indiana avenue and 1537-1539 
Michigan boulevard.

Arkansas Boy Has Great Talent. 


Though but 19 years of age and stone blind 


from birth, William Worth Bailey well de- 
serves his title of ‘‘ American Paganini.” 

Fort Smith, Ark., the birthplace of the boy, 

was the first place to be favored with an ex- 
hibition of his wonderful talentas a violinist, 
an dthe people of that town are proud of the 
fact that their fellow townsman is the only 

. American musician who has received mem- 
bership in the Legion of Honor. 

One of the most interesting facts about the 
young Arkansas genius is the method by 
which he was instructed. He objected to the 
ordinary methods by which pupils are taught, 
and gravely informed M. Musin that by such 
means tone was sacrificed to technique. 

When a child of 12 he declared he needed no 
other instruction than what he could hear 
when sitting in the classroom with the other 
scholars. He refused to accept any special 
attention because of his blindness, yet actual- 
ly maintained a place at the head of his clags. 

At first the professors believed that Bailey 
was merely gifted with unusual powers of 

mimicry. But he has proved that he is pos- 
sessed of a well balanced and creative brain. 

A short time ago he made his début at 
several European capitals. His playing 
created a furore wherever he went. On one 
occasion he shared the honors with Ysaye, 
playing with that master in the quartet 
known as the Rubinstein Armati. : 


Wendel Never Forgets Music. 

Over 1,000 musical compositions are stored 
away in the memory of James Mendel, Lon- 
don’s “blind Paderewski,”" who has for 
some time past been creating a furore in 
the English musical world by his wonderful 
piano recitals. 

He never forgets a piece of music he has 
once heard, and compositions that he heard 
twenty years ago he renders ag fully and 
correctly as though they had jus# been played 
for him. 

Expert musicians consider him to be pos- 
sessed of the most extraordinary powers of 
reproduction, and his technique is phe- 
nomenal. 

Wonderful as young Mendel’s talent is, it 
is no greater than that of the Philadélphia 
‘organist, Albert Dunn, who finds his inspira- 
tion in his beloved instrument. 

He has beén totally blind since he was 5 
years old, yet now, at the age of 27, he is 
professor of music at the Pennsylvania State 
Military college, a church organist, a piano 
tuner, and, what he considers his greatest 
achievement, a tuner of pipe organs. ___.. 


Blind Tuner of Pipe Organs. 

This last is the talent he is proudest of, be- 
cause experts have claimed that no blind man 
could possibly do it. 

The construction and material of the pipes 
is such that the warmth of the hand will 
throw them out of tune, but Mr. Dunn has 
overcome that difficulty by feeling for them 
with a cone or some other instrument. 

When he was 8 years old the boy began to 
study the organ at the Institute for the Blind 
in his city, and made such rapid progress 
there that he began to teach nine years ago. 

Mr. Dunn is proud of the fact that he won 
a diploma from the musical department'of: 
the University of Pennsylvania, after at- 
tending only three days. 

The composition which won this diploma 
for him was a 400 page cantata for male 
chorus and orchestra. 

His ear has become so accurate that, when 
he is giving a lesson, he can tell by the sound 
of the notes whether or not the pupil’s hands 
are being held in the correct position, and he 
detects immediately any mistakes of tech- 


nique. 


‘His whole character seems to be summed 
up in what he said when talking of his organ 
tuning: “I made up my mind that nothing 
that is possible for others is impossible for 


me. 


Blind Baby Improvises Pieces. 

Though he haa not made a name for him- 
self abroad, nor toured to distant cities of 
the United States, little Cecil Gale is as de- 
serving of the eminence he has 
achieved as other musicians much hissenior. 

The baby fingers have great talent at their 
sensitive tips, and the boy with the weight 
of but four summers on his s has 
shown the people of Cincinnati, O., that in 
spite of his baby appearance he has a won- 
derful power within him. 

He has never seen the light of dey, and 
his little hands have not reached for the 
moon, because he has never seen it. There 
are other far greater objects for which he 
has reached and is still striving, and it is 
probable that In the end he will obtain them. 

They are an expression of his love for 
music and the training to exprese@ it properly. 
Such undoubted genius as this baby pos- 
sesses, which enables him to reproduce on 
the piano compositions he has heard but 
once and to improvise from his own feelings, 
promises a great future for the small Cecil.

Worth the Seeing. . 

R. RALPH BOOTH'S pleasing little 
collection of small pictures, loaned 
at the Art-institute, is international, 

almost cosmopolitan, in character— 
Dutch, American, nglish, French, and 
Spanish. None too large to find enough light 
and space and ease of seeing them in an 
artistic home, all important enough to be 
worthy of exhibition at the institute. 

The Dutch painters are the favorites. A 
study of Pieter’s “ Shellfisher " explains 
why. Such an open air quality, so much 
sea and sky! All so refreshing that one goes 
back to it for another look. He has, too, 
an interior representing a pretty Dutch child 
imprisoned in an ignominious box, an, old 
Holland fashion long ale 
Coo turned his mind to inventin : 
hand t to making a baby jumper to lighten 
Mistress Cooper's task of tending small chil- 
dren. The Dutch babies should, to make 
things even, have had the stimulating bene- 
fits of the American invention, and the more 
restless, nervous American infants been 
cooled off for a — in seed ae 
Dutch baby pen. eter catches - 
presses true feeling for the charm in baby 
faces. 

The two American pictures easily hold 
their own with their foreign rivais—D. Ww. 
Tryon’s gentle landscape and Fournier’s 
pleasing bit from exhaustless Rome. The 
Mesdag is disappointing; his fisher boats 
and sea seem like a sample from which one 
could order more or less, according to fancy. 
There are loan and gift pictures in the same 
room. W. T. Dannat's well known “ Ara- 
gonese Smuggler,” who is drinking from a 
Spanish water cooler, the earthen ware ves- 
sel held high, the stream of water going as 
straight to the mark—the mouth of the 
smuggier—as an expert s cascades 
from tumbler to tumbler. It has always 
been @ puzzle why a smuggler should be 
able to do it any better than a Roreador or 
muleteer or the follower of any other Span- 
ish occupation. The W. C. T. U, might be 
willing to rebaptize it. There are also sev- 
eral good Thaulows, one owned and loaned 
by W. O, Goodman. 

Mr. McCormick shows a generous appre- 
ciation of the American painter, George In- 
ness, but aside from him, his favorites have 
been the French painters. The examples 
of their works are small in size; the Bou- 
guereau being a little larger than the average 
of them, and a great deal better picture than 
the present average of his works. Will he 
prove to be an annual or a perennial? Ifthe 
latter one would be pleased to be able to 
hazard a prediction as to his final rank 
among the painters of prettiness. Not with 
Greuze, for Greuze’s pretty creatures are 
human and lifelike. Not with Diaz, for his 
are wholesomely placed in woodsy scenes; 
nor with Watteau, for his seem to be, like 
Boccaccio’s tales, made up to cheer a plague 
stricken world that wants to go on per- 
petual picnics. So it is not easy to say 
where Bouguereau’s soaplike flesh with its 
lovely tint’ will come in when posterity 
makes its awards and honorable mentions. 

What a poor chance most pictures have by 
the way! Almost as bad as many a disap- 
pointed artist thinks his have. They are 
painted in a studio light. They are seen in 
any old corner of a picture gallery 
and the happy moment for really 
seeing them comes so seldom. Take 
as an example the splendid Hobbema 
at the institute. At most hours it has 
a dim, gray green quality about it. But 
early in the afternoon it is luminous. The 
water trickles from the old mill and the 
ducks float and rejoice in it as though it 
were not 300 years since they were probably 
roasted after the artist had immortalized 
them, as he did the scene he rejoicedin. It 
is this picture that Mr. and Mrs. Frank Logan 
have just given to the institute.

The Potter’s Wheel. 

HE inhospitable whistle and the im- 
perative “all out” at the Art insti- 
tute affects a white clad group within 
its inmost precincts about as much 

as the cackling of the historic geese of Rome 
did the virgins who looked after the lamps 
in the temple of Vesta. There are splendid 
distances in the sculpture hall, so that this 
group seen from afar offers a kind of sacer- 
dotal, ritualistic effect. Clad in white, its 
novices lift urns and vases, likewise white, 
and move silently from altar toaltar. The 
priest in charge seems to have a benevolent 
care and oversight of the offerings and con- 
ducts the services with a direct and posi- 
tive, if not imposing, control. It is the pot- 
tery class. Literature has much concerned 
itself with the potter and his wheel. There 
ere at least a dozen references to it in the 
scriptures. And the poets have not neg- 
lected it. Longfellow’s “ Keramos” is as 
well known as any.

HE day has gone by when a housekeep- 
er's friend, or any cook book made up 
of recipes;and all sorts of household 
remedies for the human frame and all 
inanimate household things out of re- 

pair, fill the need of an intelligent house- 
keeper. As we have explained before, learn- 
ing by rote has gone by as well in housekeep- 
ing as in school. Therefore the houbekeep- 
er’s library is of small importance in her suc- 
cess. Some general work on household 
economics should be her vade mecum. Miss 
Parioa has given us such a work in her book 
called *“‘Home Economics,"" to which the 
troubled housewife may fiy for information 
when the water supply is troublesome, when 
furnishing, when wishing to economize time, 
when laundry, lighting, marketing, or many 
other myriad problems press upon her. There 
are many minor points upon which she helps 
you. When the eminently practical tires, 
and we wonder if there is nothing but sordid 
practicality in home making, we can find the 
theoretical charmingly presented in Helen 
Campbell's “ Household Economy.” 

Tf the chemistry of foods has begun to at- 
tract. by all means read Mathew Williams 
on the “ Chemistry of Foods."" Donot dread 
it as a dry list of letters or facts, and you 
will find in it a charmingly written book that 
instills much knowledge and gives a new 
interest to many homely processes. Besides 
this on the shelf should stand the “‘ Chem- 
, istry of Cooking and Cleaning.” by Ellen H. 
Richards and Maria Elliott. This is a refer- 
ence book. We owe a great debt to Mrs. 
Elien H. Richards of the Boston Institute of 
Technology. She has been the leader in so 
much that is of scientific value to the home- 
maker that the present generation should 
accord her great honor, but it sometimes 
seems as though the coming generation 


7 would be the one to appreciate all that she 


has done. Another of her works is “ Food 
Materials and Their Adulterations.” 

She has also written ** The Cost of Living,” 
“The Cost of Foods,”’ Home Sanitation," 
gpd has prepared a system and a book for 
expenses that is simple and valuable. 

To those having the care of invalids several 
works upon invalid cookery are interesting, 
and Hutchison on “ Food and Dietetics ”’ is 
written in a clear and lucid style and is not 
too technical for the lay mind. 

Of making many cook hooks there is no 
poche and when one glances over that field 


it seems {imitable. There are several signs 

of a good cook book nowadays, however. 
First of all it should be at least editéd by 
some woman who is looking at the question 
from the practical housekeeper’s ‘side’ and 
not from the caterer’s ‘point of view. - The 
recipes should. be carefully complied, with 
accurate measurements given, and should 
not be too complicated. The matter of heat, 
amount and length of time necessary have 
not yet received their due of attention in cook 
books rule. 

Mrs. Lincoln, the Boston Cookihg school, 
Janet Hill, and Linda Hull Larned have all 
compiled valuable cook books. Every house- 
keeper who follows her calling con amore 


has special recipes which she gathers dur-. 


ing her years of experience, and the matter 
of collecting these under the card system 
will be discussed in another lesson. To such 
a housekeéper the cook book written by 
the chef of great hotels gives many fine sug- 
gestions and recipes when she understands 
her work enough to simplify to the every 
day home kitchen. 

“There are also many books found on the 
shelves of domestic science departments in 


some of the large book shops, from which the | 


student may ‘select according to her special 
interest. T. Mitchell Prudden tells In sim- 


ple. style of “‘ Dust and Its Dangers,” and” 


“The Story of Germ Life” and “ The Story 
of Bacteria.” 

Besides these books, which shovld stand 

the homemaker can put’ her hand on 
them fn her daily task or unusval emergen- 
‘cy, there are now several magazines which 
stimulate interest as they enter home each 
month. The Home Science Magazine, edited 
by Miss Barrows and Mrs. Lincoln, is val- 
uable in practical suggestions and in keep- 
ing one informed in the progress of domestic 
science and art.. The Boston Cooking Schoo! 
Magazine gives miany new ideas and keeps 
one up to date in new dishes and new ways 
of serving. There are several more to choase 
from, according to taste and need. These 
magazines have proved a stimulus to many 
cooks and general household workers, not 
only giving new ideas but bringing them in 
touch with the other workers in a fieM where 
isolation is peculiarly felt. 

We have heard much about having preper 
tools for one’s work, and’ equal emphasis 
should be laid upon a few weli chosen books 
to refer to.

N interesting feature of Chautauqua is 
the Woman's club, which is unique in 
Many respects. It was formed in 
1888 to bring together the many club 
women who visit this popular summer 
resort, and it has counted several thousand 


ofthem among its members. The presidents _ 


@re not elected, but are appointed by the 
Management, as it is a regular department 
of the assembly, and there have been but 
> two in the fifteen years. For eight years 
this office was filled by Mrs. Emily Hunting- 
ton Miller, dean of Northwestern Oniversity, 
and since then the club has been under the 
wise and gentle leadership of Mrs. B. T. 
Vineent of Colorado, sister-in-law of the 
bishop and chancellor. This summer it has 
enrolied a membership of about: 300, and 
women from Canada have touched hands 
end exchanged experiences with those from 
almost every state in the union. The aver- 
age woman's club does not hold over fifteen

Ineets five times a week for six weeks. 

The subjects for discussion follow closely 
the general Chautauqua program, and this 
summer it has had civic week, mission w

the assembly, an array of talent which would 
be impossible even for the great biennial 
meetings. of the General Federation of Clubs, 
and its members have a vast amount of en- 
tertaining and valuable information to carry 
home to their local organizations.

Men Doing Women's Work. 

Apropos of the complaint om the part of 
men that women are entering their field of 
labor, the census gives some interesting fig- 
ures. There are In the United States 12,291 
male nurses, 1,718 milliners, and 2,116 dress- 
makers, three occupations which for ages 
have been set apart as the exclusive sphere of 
women. Then, 4,837 are.listed as ‘‘seam- 
stresses,”’ whatever that may mean, but ap- 
parently it is distinctivély woman’s work, ac- 
cording to the old standard. Nearly half of 
those enrolled under ‘‘ domestic service ”’ are 
men. If to these are added the bakers, the 
waiters, the cooks, the launcrymen, the thou- 
sands of men who are following employments 
which once were entirely in. the hands of 
women, it must be acknowledged that there 
are no longer any such divisions as man's 
work and woman's work. 

Take, for instance, the magnificent endow- 
ment of $2,000,000 just made by Joseph Pu- 
litzer to establish a department at Columbia 
uni ity for training students in the pro- 
fession of journalism. Men and women alike 
will take this course, and when they have 
finished, shall it be said that the newspaper 
field belongs to men and that women shall 
not enter? The cay for thatis past. The in- 
dustrial battle for women has been won to 
the extent that they may now enter prac- 
tically all occupations. To say that they 
have a fair field is not true, but the general 
principle is éstablished. The many inequali- 
ties which. still exist must await the slow 
process of time for their elimination. | 

Denver's Charter: Convention. 

The charter convention of Dénver, in which 
for the first time in the history. of our re- 
public .women helped frame the charter by 
which they were governed, has finished its 
work. ‘The Colorado léegisiature in 1901 sub- 
mitted an amendment to the people propos- 
ing to separate Denver and its surrounding 
towns from the county of Arapahoe and 
form them into a. separate county. It car- 
ried In 1902, and delegates were elected in 
1003 to make a new charter. Among them 
were three women—Mrs. Ellis Meredith, 
newspaper woman of great. ability; Mra. 
Helen Belford, a prominent democrat; and 
Mrs. Julia V: Welles, non-partisan candidate 
or the Woman's club. In all of the -<delib- 
erations the women bore. their full share, 
and when. called: upon to preside over the 


They were pean on 
the committees of pubiic utilities, health, 
and sanitation, schedule, printing and én- 
roliment, charities, corrections and educa- 
tion, and. rules, order of business, etc, 
Throughout they stood for women on all 
beards of control and for strong measures 
of municipal reform.

When you come to compare the feats of skill by which boys 
and girls try,to attract attention you find a similar difference. 
-To begin with, 78 per cent of the boys and only 22 per cent of 
the girls whom Prof. Hall studied for his purpose used this 
means of showing off. The boy did stunts requiring. physical 
strength and skill, such as running, jumping, fighting, or spe- 
cial gymnastic exercises. He was satisfied to call attention in 
this way to his personality. The girl's motive was more com- 
plex. She did not try such violent sports, and often she took 
part in active games merely to show off dress, possessions, or 
_gothe personal accomplishment. A boy, it seems, cares less 
than @ girl does if people guess he is showing off, although 
probably he would prefer to have the fact ignored, The girl 
feels subtly that she is deceiving others in trying to win their 
admiration by doing as if she liked something which in her . 
heart she does not care to do; and she objects to having this 


deceit of hers found out. | 


_ It does not take long for the element of affectation to enter

Such pranks as these 
Prof. Hall regards as an evidence not of courage, even of the 
physical kind, but, instead, of a kind of moral cowardice, a 
fear of being called a coward.

T'S easy enough to drive to Keronan now, over 
the broad high road the French have made 
across the desert from Susa; but in 1858, when 
I went there first, it was a different matter, I 
can honestly assure you. Tunfé was then an in- 
dependent Beylik, and any bold Christian took 
his life in his hand if he wished to visit the 
holy shrine of my lord, the companion of the 
blessed. prophet. For Keronan was still considered, in those 
days, the most sacred city in all north Africa; nay, next to 
Mecca itgelf, eo the Imams declared, the most sacred city in 
the whole expanee of Islam. No infidel foot had ever yet de- 
filed the streets of Sicli Dkba’s final resting place; no Jew, 
even, was permitted to pass the barriers that surrounded 
the dark and gloomy metropolis of north African Moham- 
medanism.
